Passing Money By-Laws 

The circumstances of last Wednesday's 
civic election single out for wonderment the 
theory that popular mandate involving the 
borrowing of money should be much more | 
forceful than popular mandate with regard 
to the personnel of civic government or even 
a drastic alteration in the system itself. 

There would seem to be no reason why 
the former should require a two-thirds vote 
while the latter are endorsed by a mere 
majority. 

The mayor and members of the city 
council and the school board are elected by 
majorities only. It is conceivable that the 
mayor or any alderman could assume office 
by the grace of a single vote. This is as it 
should be, because democracy rests on major- 
ity rule. 

Even such a significant and vital change 
as the extension of the mayoralty term was 
effected by a majority vote—and not such a 
large majority at that. 

Why, then, should money bylaws 

to a class by themselves and require a full 
two-thirds endorsement? 

Indeed, since only the burgesses 
payers or property-owners vote on money 
bylaws, there is less reason to demand a two- 


fall 


or tax- 


thirds endorsement than in the case of 
simple plebiscite, because it is ordinarily 


supposed that the burgesses are an essen- 
tially responsible and thoughtful group of 
citizens whose votes will not be cast lightly. 
A majority vote of the burgesses should be 
sufficiently significant and weighty for any 
purpose. 

The truth at the two-thirds vote can 
very easily become an impediment in the 
path of progress. It can all to readily 
become a brake on the wheels of civic 
machinery. It can be the instrument of 
civic stagnation. 

The new city council would therefore be 
well advised to consider the wisdom of secur- 
ing from the Legislature an amendment to 
the charter that will permit money bylaws 
to become law by a straight majority of

Remembrance Day falls on Tuesday next, 
and on Saturday there will be sold in the | 
streets poppies and poppy wreaths for the 
benefit of needy veterans of all services and 
their dependents. 

Officials of the Canadian Legion Poppy 
Fund have a right to expect, and the public 
has an obligation to fulfil that expectation, 
that the contributions this year will be 
markedly larger than ever before. 

The contribution should be much more 
ample because the work to be done by the 
Poppy Fund is appreciably greater and more 
urgent than it ever has been in any previous 
year. 

No Edmonton citizen of good heart 
memory will deny the responsibility which 
the Poppy Fund imposes on him. The 
welfare of veterans and veterans’ depen- 
dents is as real and pressing to the honest 
citizen as the welfare of his own family. For 
the veteran, by his defense of freedom in 
two wars, made himself a member of every 
family. There is no brotherhood so binding 
as that which arises from the sacrifices of 
war. 

But if one accepts this principle, one 
must also accept the larger application of it 
That means that each contribution must 
be increased because the necessity has 
increased. 

The Poppy Fund no longer deals with 
the veterans and dependents of only one war. 
It exists to alleviate the urgent needs of the 
veterans of two wars. It is common know- 
ledge that the veteran population of the 
Edmonton district has multiplied in the past 
few years. Consequently the number of 
those who have need of the Poppy Fund has 
similarly multiplied. 

This is a case, then, for the utmost 
generosity. The cause deserves and should 
have much more zealous support than it 
ever had before.

knives take pieces out of the log 
about the size of your two thumb- 
nails. The chips are hurried away 
by other conveyors to the chip bin. 
These bins, which hold many cords | 
of chips, are situated immediately 
above other large steel tanks cal- 
led digesters. When a digester is 
ready to be filled, a round steel 
cover on top of it is opened and 
chips are poured into it from 
above. Then a liquor containing 
| chemicals is poured in through 
| pipes from other tanks, the cover 
is clamped on tightly and steam is 
furned into the digester under 
great pressure, and the chips are 
| cooked in this hot liquid for a num- 
| ber of hours. 

| One chemical used in making 
| this pulp is acid calcium sulphite 
| with magnesium, and so it is also} 
known as “sulphite” pulp. The} 
| hot suphite liquor does two things. 
First, it dissolves all the resin and 
gummy material that binds the 
fibres together, so that they fall 
apart easily. These fibres ale as 
| long as the chips from which they 
are liberated. In the next place 
the sulphite bleaches the fibre, so} 
that it is much whiter than thej| 
ground wood, which is just the} 
creamy yellow color of wood. It 
| does not bleach enough, however, 
|to make good white paper, and so 
| further bleaching is necessary in 
the case of both kinds of pulp 
before it is quite ready to go into 
the sheet of paper. 

| Other chemicals, caustic soda or 
sodium sulphate are sometimes 
| used in the digester instead of the 
| sulphite of calcium. 

After the process of cooking has 
gone on until the chemicals have 
penetrated to the centre of even 
| the thickest chips, the gummy and 
|resinous matter is all dissolved, 
|and the chips are soft and pulpy 
| and will fall to pieces if touched. 
The digester is now “blown”—that 
is, the pressure is released—and 
the pulp emptied out at the bottom. 

All the material is discharged 
into a pit called the blow-pit. | 
Here the fibres are partly loosened 
by the force with which the stream 
of pulp falls into the pit. 

After the chemical pulp has been 
carefully screened it is washed to
